Thi* waa • Met 
founded in lha eighteen century, by a female 
of the name of Bucban, who bettered heraeU 14 
be inapired, aa many older enl|i<i*i*ita hate 
done, tin her deathbed in 1796, Mra. Eiuchan 
aatuTcd her followen that the wna only called 
lo Paradiaa lot a lime tin apecitl buiiDroia ; 
that aha wo.ild rriutn ami teammate her b dy 
in nine day* i if not in nine year*: at all 
erentt. after the tip** of half* tentury. The 
aect, neeer niinttrou*. haa gmdmlly bacn 
thinned by death i about a week ngo, the liat 
of them— an old meJi uf mmi Braall properly, 
in whoae houao Mra Euchan expired — died at 
the ne* uf eighty-two. After hia deeeeae. the 
remaina of the prophet**!— a ikin-clad akr'leton 
with luxuriant hair— were found in an upper 
chamber, in abed, arrapped in blanket*. 

Han waa a atrong undying fnith. For th* 
apart* of fifty yeara— while the real of the 
world tu en greeted with the meteor rite of

Hi* faith wa* pure and 
affectionate t a few yean before hia departure, 
the old man, in a letter to a curtnaa inquirer, 
deictilied the propheteea, aa ofamall alature. 
marked with the email, poa, alwaya clean and 
neat, and with a toi« ihu mere tunea of ivhirh 
imureaaed cootioiiniu thaa •• ah* wa* the tiulh," 
In thia tctweniitl apirlt did he for Uf<y yeara 
tend her acntrlcai corpse wilb all Iho care of a 
mother for her child. There ia a rnyiiery in 
the order of thing* which liek* ■ capacity o' 
faith ao pure and atrong ai to be lublima with 
an Intel I net *o weak, ilad that deep.toued 
imagination been allied to a mind aa powerful, 
what raiipht their owner nothtro iccompliihed 
for bit kind.
